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THE PEABODY BREECH-LOADER. 

HE recent wars, both on this continent and in 
Europe, have shown that as the percussion rifle 
musket superseded the old-fashioned flint-lock smooth- 
bore, so must the former give way before the breech- 
loading gun using fixed ammunition. Although before 
the war we had several systems of Lreech-loaders, some 
of which were in high favor, it is only since its com- 
mencement that the metallic cartridge containing its 














own ignition has been used. The advantages of these 
metallic primed cartridges, as they are called, are 
numerous. As they contain 
the fulminate which explodes 
them, the time spent in capping 
the piece is saved. A musket 
which is loaded at the muzzle 
should be cleaned after fifty 
rounds have been fired from it, 
for in that time the burnt pow- 
der will have formed a crust in 
the breech one-sixteenth of an 
inch thick, which the ramrod 
drives home each time, thus

these cartridges are made of 
copper, and are air-tight, they are, consequently, not 
affected by exposure to the weather. 





END The metallic cartridge just spoken of was first 
S  agt used in the Spencer repeating gun in 1862, and 
Ae 


proved that it was all that could be wished. Bre- 
vet Colonel James G. Benton, Major U. S. Ord- 
nance Department, in speaking of these cartridges, 
says: ‘‘ Having been charged with issuing and receiv- 
“ing many millions of the metallic car- 
“ tridges at the Washington Arsenal, I have 
“never known one to explode in handling 
‘‘ ortransportation. Out of several hundred 
“thousand turned in from the field, very few 
‘indeed were found injured, while a large 
‘portion of the paper cartridges turned in 
“had tobe broken up, from being either 
“worn or injured by dampness.”’ 
full-sized sectional view of one of these cartridges for 
calibre forty-five, which should contain forty-five grains 
of powder and three hundred and thirty grains of 
lead. 

The merits of these cartridges being so great, the 
question of cost is the only important objection which 
can be raised against them. Brevet Major-General 
Dyer, in a letter dated July 31, 1866, speaking on 
this subject says, ‘‘ We have not sufficient data from 
““which to determine the relative cost of metallic and 
“paper cartridges; but it is believed that while the 
“first cost of the metallic cartridge is greater than 
“that of the paper cartridge, the small loss in the 
“field, from the accidents of service, of the metallic 
“cartridges as compared with the paper cartridges 
“‘would more than counterbalance the difference in 
“the first cost.’’ 

Having thus presented some of the merits of the 
metallic cartridge, we propose to give a description of 
some of the arms in which it is used. As we have 
said, this peculiar kind of ammunition was used in

the Spencer carbine in 1862, but, as this gun is a 
magazine arm and not altogether suited for use by 
the army generally, for reasons which we cannot dwell 
upon now, we shall first speak of some of the princi- 
pal single shot breech-loaders. A board of officers 


which assembled at Springfield, Massachusetts, by 
order of the Secretary of War for the purpose of ex- 
amining, testing and recommending for adoption a 
suitable breech-loader for muskets and carbines, and 
of which Major T. T. 8S.

Peabody gun for adoption. We give in Fig. 1, a 
diagram of a section of the breech of this gun with 
the side of the metal removed, showing the mechan- 
ism in position for firing. The metal breech-frame 
unites the barrel with the stock and contains a paral- 
lel sided opening for the swinging breech-block which 
is pivoted by a pin passing through the same and the 
sides of the frame. Upon the upper side of the

breech-block, is a groove, which coincides with the 
bore of the barrel when in position for loading. The 
guard lever is pivoted at J, by a pin, passing through 
the sides of the frame. The extractor—one point of 
which is seen under the lower end of the cartridge: is 
for the purpose of withdrawing the discharged car- 
tridge-case. The action of this is such, that the 
empty case is thrown entirely from the gun, obviat-

ing the necessity of using the fingers for its removal. 
The hammer—vwhich is at the side—when t?:9 gun is 
discharged, strikes the plunger J, and, driving it 
against the end of the cartridge, explodes the ful- 
minate and discharges the piece. After the gun has 
been discharged, the trigger-guard is thrown down, 
which brings down the breech-block which, in turn, 





strikes against the lower arm of the extractor, which 
by a positive motion throws the exploded shell com- 
pletely clear from the gun. The mechanism of the 
piece is simple and ingenious, and it has been proved 
not to be seriously affected by rust or exposure to the 
influence of dust, rain or continued service. 

Sixty-five different guns were presented for exami- 
nation before the Springfield Board. Each person 
presenting a gun was allowed to exhibit, explain | 
and fire his own weapon, which was then left 
with the Board for their further examination. The 
Peabody gun was fired, for 
rapidity, twenty times a min- 
ute. The guns presented were 
put to various tests, and, final- 
ly, eight of the whole number 
presented were selected by the 
Board for further tests. These 
guns were exposed to variable 
weather for ten days, upon the 
roof of a building, beside be- 
ing daily wet by artificial means. 
The weather during this time 
was such as to sometimes cover 
them with snow or ice, and 
sometimes remove both, by a 
sudden thaw. Each day, how- 
ever, the guns were fired, with- 
out cleaning, and at the expira- 
tion of the ten days they were 
dried suddenly, by being sub- 
jected to a very high tempera- 
ture. No exposure of arms on 
the field could ever equal this. Each of the eight 
were fired upon the last day, though some of them 
with considerable difficulty. 

After this, the Board selected four of the eight 
guns, for still further tests, and heavy charges were 
applied to each. Sixty grains of powder and three 
balls (each of the balls weighing 450 grains) were 
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tried, with no ill effect; the charges were gradually 
increased to eighty grains and four balls—one 
of the four guns, however, being blown to 
pieces by a lighter charge. Two others of 
the four were thoroughly shattered in the 
breech by this charge, while the Peabody 
gun was fired with eighty grains of powder 
and five balls, with no injury to the gun. 

No other gun of the four which had stood 
well to this point survived these tests for further 
trial, and this was afterward fired many times with 
the ordinary charge. 

Another gun of same construction has since been 
fired with ninety grains of powder and six balls (each 
450 grains) without the slightest damage to the gun. 

These severe tests show that the gun is clearly en- 
titled to stand on its merits among our best breech- 
loaders. The weight of the Peabody musket is about 
the same as that of the Springfield. The same prin- 
ciple has also been applied to carbines and sporting 
rifles, its peculiarity being in the breech-block and 
method of manipulating it. We have not data at 
hand to show the accuracy of guns altered according 
to this peculiar method, which, however, as it is de- 
pendent on the accuracy in the making of the barrel, 
is no argument either for or against any system of 
breech-loading. As we have already said, the gun 
we have here described is the one recommended by 
the Springfield Board, and we now look éarnestly for 
official information of the decision of the Washington 
Board, for, although it was generally announced that 
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the Berdan system of conversion had been rec- 


ommended, we are credibly informed that ALLYN’s lous 


plan is the one now actually used by the Government 
in altering guns. We see no necessity for secrecy in 
this matter, and hope that ere long the decision of the 
Board will be made public.

The first charge 
in the case is “‘ disobedienc> of —- specification 
to this charge sets forth that the accuséd returned an order 
of Lieutenant-Colonel R. G. Firemixe requiring him to 
send a surgeon’s certificate of his inability to do duty at 
Headquarters Post Cottonwood, N. T., with the following 
endorsement :

Respectfully returned. The order is not legal, having 
been given by an officer holding two offices of profit and 
trust, in violation of the Constitution of the United States, 
and [ have no right to obey it. The only neglect of duty, 
or rather thoughtlessness, sinco I have been in this Su 
_ District, has been in obeying the illegal orders of this in- 
competent Sub- District Commander, called Brevet Brig- 
adier-General Heatu. A copy of this order and endorse- 
ment will be forwarded to Major-General SuzRMay, as 
has been forwarded already 4 copy of the papers having 
reference to the horse taken away from my company un- 
justly by the aforesaid Brevet Brigadier-General Hnatu. 
An officers word for being sick in days of honor was 
enough. That I gave, and my certificate was not given. 
i can prove, by examination, that I know more medicine 
and than the medical officers of one-third of the 
Army, and am satisfied that I am not fit to go on this ex- 
pedition from propor causes. I request that these pape 
may be forwa to the War Department. 

Grorae O. Soxatsx, 
Captain Second U. 8. cavairy, Company A. 

The second charge is—‘‘ Returning communication 
from his commanding officer with disrespectful and un- 
officerlike endorsement, being conduct to the predjudice of 
good order and military dicipline.”’ 

Tho third specification to this charge sets forth that the 
accused mado an assault upon Second Lieutenant 8. H. 
Norton, Second U. 8. Cavalry, by striking with his fist 
before enlisted men, and the fourth specification charge, 
that the accused threatened to blow Lieutenant Norrox’s 
brains out if he preferred charges against him. The third 
charge is ‘conduct unbecoming an officer and a gentleman.” 
Captain Soxasxt, having been found guilty of the charges 
and spefications above alluded to, has been sentenced “ To 
be dishonorably dismissed the service of the United States.” 
And the sentence of the court having been approved by the 
President, Captain Soxasx1 ceases to be an officer from 
the date of the above order, viz., July 10, 1866.

When friends or relatives are present at the disinter- 
ment, every facility should be afforded them of identifying 
the remains, but all re-interments at the cemetary are to be 
regulated and made under the orders and by the direction 
of the officer speciaily in charge. 

It is expected that all officers and men engaged in this 
delicate and responsible work will take such personal in- 
terest in its faithful execution, and exercise such diligence 
and care in preserving a clear and distinct trace of every 
body removed, that no friend or relative of the dead may 


| have any just cause of complaint. 


Tue following is the text of General Orders No. 7, 
Headquarters Department of the South, Charleston, 8. C. : 
1. Organizations of white or colored persons bearing 
arms, or intended to be armed, not belonging to the mili- 
or naval forces of the United States, are unauthorized, 

and will not be allowed to assemble, parade, patrol, drill, 
make arrests or exercise any authority. This will not be 
construed to prohibit the Lawful enrolment of the militia 

2. Armed bands of outlaws known as “ Regulators,” 
engaged in acts of hostility against the United States 
forces, or in depredations and outrages upon the persons 
and property of well disposed citizens, will be deemed and 
treated as guerrillas, by commanding officers, and when 
captured, will be summarily punished according to the 
circumstances of the case, pursuant to General Orders No. 
90, War Department, Adjutant-General’s Office, Washing- 
ton, May 11, 1865. Commanding officers of posts are 
authorized, when these banditti cannot be dispersed by 
means of tho regular garrisons, to accept the services of 
such citizens as may be willing to assist in capturing the 
offenders and their accomplices. 

3. Associations, or assemblages, composed of persons 
who served in the Rebel forces, having for their object the 
perpetuation of any military or civil organization engaged 
in the Rebellion, or the commemoration of any of the acts 
of the insurgents prior to tho final surrender, will not be 
permitted. This prohibition will not be enforced against 
any society honed for a charitable purpose, which shall in 
good faith confine its action to the reliof of the poor. 

i. All flags, ordnance, arms, equipments and other 
materials of war used by the insurgents during the Rebol- 
lion, excepting only the side arms and private property of 
officers reserved to them by tho terms of surrender, to- 
gether with all official records, books, papers and corre- 
spondence relating to the Rebel forces and agents and their 
operations, are the property of the United States, and will 
be turned over to tho nearest post commander, who will 
receipt for the same. 

Masor-Genrrat Hatreck has issucd] the following 
ordor respecting the cavalry regiment to be raised in the 
Military Division of the Pacific : 

Authority has beon given by the Secretary of War to 
recruit one of the new regiments of Regular cavalry on the 
Pacific coast. The organization will be the same as that 
of the old regiments, except that the office of Company 
Commissary Sergeant is abolished, and each company is to 
be composed of sixty-four privates. Tho pay and 
allowances are the same in all the cavalry regiments. 
Brevet Brigadier. General W. Szawe tis detailed as Super- 
intendent of Recruiting Service for this regiment in the De- 
partment of California, and Colonel G. A. H. Biaxe, First 
United States cavalry, as Superintendent for the Depart- 
of the Columbia. The Presidio, San Francisco, California, 
and Fort Vancouver, W. T., will be the general depots or 
rendezvous for recruits. The Commanding Generals of the 
departments of California and the Columbia will detail on 
recruiting service all available officers and non-commis- 
sioned officers, of whatever arm of service, in their respect- 
ive commands, and designate the several recruiting stations 
to be opened. All other recruiting will cease for the 
present, and officers now recruiting for other regiments will 
recruit only for this new regiment of cavalry. As soon as 
a sufficient number of recruits is raised in either military 
department to form a company, they will be organized as 
such by the appointment of non-commissioned ofticers, and 
the fact reported to these Headquarters for the assignment 
of officers and designation of station. The officers of this 
new regiment will be appointed by the President, and 
assigned by the Secretary of War. The most favorable 
opportunity is now offered to the discharged volunteers 
to re-enter the service for duty on this coast. 


Genera Court-Martial orders No. 175, War Department, 
Adjutant General's Office, contains the proceedings of the 
General Court-Martial of which Major-General C.“. Avorn, 
U. 8. Volunteers, was President, in the case of Brevet 
Lieutenant Colonel Epuunp E. Paviprne, Additional Pay- 
master U. §. Service. The charges in the case are “‘Dis- 
obedience of orders,” ‘Knowingly and wilfully misappro- 
priating money of the United States, furnished to be used 
in the military service of the United States, in violation of 
the act of Congress to prevent and punish frauds against 
the Government of the United States, approved March 2 
1863,” and “Neglect of duty, to the prejudice of good order 
and military dicipline.” The aconsed was found guilty 
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of the charges and spefications preferred against him and 
sentenced “To be cashiered, to forfeit all pay and allow- 
ances now due or to become due; to pay a fine of five 
thousand dollars, and to undergo an imprisonment of one 
year in such prison as the President of the United States 
may designate. The proceedings and sentenee were ap- 
proved by the President, and Fort McHenry, Baltimore, 
designated, temporarily, as the place of confinement. 

Masor-Grexerat HaLieck, commanding Military Divi- 
sion of the Pacific, issued the following order on the 9th 
ult: 

Troops having been removed from the following places 


in the Departmc.:t of California, they will cease to be re- 
garded as military posts, viz: Fort Jones, Camp Anderson, 


, Camp Iaqua, Fort Reading, Camp at Smoke Creek, Camp 


Union, Benicia Barracks, Fort Miller, Camp Babbitt, Fort 
Tejon, Monterey Barracks, San P’i«zo Barracks, and Camp 
Dun Glen. Proper measures will be taken to p eserve the 
public buildings at Benicia, Monterey, and San Diego, for 
future ocoupation. The Commanding General of the De- 
partment will report what public property, if any, at Fort 
Jones, Fort Miller, Camp Babbitt, and Fort ‘Tejon can be 
disposed of with advantage to the Government. Fort 
Humboldt, Fort Churchill, Drum Barracks, and Fort 
Yuma will be continued for the present simply as depots, 
with men sufficient to guard the public stores at each. All 
other troops at these posts will be sent to interior posts, or 
against the hostile Indians. 

Masor-General Grorcr H. Tuomas, commanding De- 
partment of the Tennessee, makes the following remarks 
upon the findings in a case tried before a General Court- 
Martial assembled in his Department: 


The Court has advanced a “legal opinion,” that a sol- 
dier who voluntary deserts his command, is not a deserter 
unless he be apprehended and brought back, or thet the 
fact of his apprehension being omitted, renders the speci- 
fication “legally defective.” This decision is something 
new. If the members of the Court will take the trouble 
to inform themselves upon this point, thy will find that 
the crime of desertion is complete when a soldier volun- 
tarily abandons his command, and that his apprehension, 
or the voluntary act of surrendering himself, has nothing 
whatever to do with the offence. The Court admits in its 
findings on the charge that the prisoner is guilty of deser- 
tion, yet they attach no criminality thereto. Guilt im- 
plies crime. Crime should be punished. The findings are 
disapproved. The prisoner will be released from confine- 
ment and returned to duty with his company. 


Brrvet Major-General Trttson, commanding at Au- 
gusta, Ga.,on the 3d inst., directed Lieutenant R. W. 
Barn, commanding Company C, First battalion, Sixteenth 
U. 8. infantry, to proceed with the detachment of his com- 
pany, then at Darien, Gu., to Savannah, leaving a trusty 
non-commissioned officor and six men at Doboy Island, to 
aid in the enforcement of the quarantine regulations, with 
the detachment now at Brunswick subject to the orders of 
Captain Gro. T. Cranrres, Assistant Superintendent and 
Acting Commissioner Bureau of Refugees, Freedmen, and 
Abandoned Lands at Brunswick. The detachmeut now at 
Thomasville will also remain at that place. Lieutenant 
Barp will report on his arrival at Savannah with his com- 
mand to Brevet Major Cocsrax, commanding post. 


Masonr-Genenat D. E. Sickies commanding Depart- 
ment of the South, has issued the following order: 

Commanding officers, whose troops are now in shelter 
tents or common tents, will at once take the necessary 
measures to provide their commands with suitable quarters. 
Whenever practicable, huts will be built by the troops. 
The necessary timber, estimates for which—made out with 
due regard to economy—to be forwarded to these Head- 
quarters for approval, will be purchased if possible from 
the inhabitants in the vicinity or at the station of the 
troops; the proper vouchers therefor, based upon the esti- 
mates, will be submitted to, and paid by the Chief Quarter- 
master of the Department. Court-houses, jails and other 
public buildings, will not be occupied withont the consent 
of the local authorities. 


Brevet Major-General T'1so0n has directed Major Joun 
D. Wiss, Fifteenth U.S. infaniry, commanding post 
of Macon, to send a commissioned officer and twenty men 
from his command to Franklin, Heard Co., Ga., to remain 
there till further orders, with instructions to find and ar- 
rest the men composing the band of “regulatore,’’ now in- 
festing and disturbing the peace of said county, and send 
them under guard with a statement of facts under which 
each arrest is made, to Captain Mixus, commanding post 
of Atlanta, for confinement under the provisions of Gener- 
al Orders No. 44, current series from Headquarters of the 
Army. 

GenrraL Orders, War Department, dated September 4, 
1866, reads as follows : 

By direction of the President, under section 2, act 
approved July 28, 1866, each of the two designated light 
companies of the five artillery regiments will hereafter be 
allowed as follows:—Six sergeants, twelve corporals, one 
hundred and twenty two privates. 

Fort Delaware, Del., has been transferred from the De- 
partment of Washington to the Department of the East; 
the commanding officer has heen directed to report accord- 
ingly. 

It is reported that one hundred recruits from the Third

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THE NEW ORLEANS RIOTS. 


OFFICIAL REPORT OF MAJOR-GENERAL BAIRD. 


Heapqvarrers DepaRTMENT OF “et 
New Ortzans, La., August, 1866. 
Lieulenant-Colonel George Lee, Assistant Adjutant-General : 

Coronet :—I have the honor to submit for the informa- 
tion of the Major-General commanding the following re- 
port concerning the riot of the 30th ultimo. 

It was a matter of public notoriety that the Convention 
of 1864 was to meet here on that date. 

Some weeks previously it had been in session, and had 
continued its meetings during several days. It had excited 
much opposition, and there were threats of breaking it up ; 
yet it remained undisturbed, and to one unacquainted with 
the political views and considerations by which the per- 
sons hostile to it were influenced, there was no reason to 
suppose that the proposed assemblage would not be passed 
by in the same peaceable manner. 

Since the riot, I have been informed by gentlemen of the 
highest character—planters of wealth and influence, be- 
longing to the party inimical to the Convention—that the 
question of its meeting had been by-them fully discussed in 
all its bearings; that it had been proposed, first, to treat 
them with ridicule, next to go into the movement, and, by 
superior numbers, to send delegates to overwhelm and con- 
trol it. But upon reflecting that the members already 
elected would be the judges as to the qualifications of new 
ones, it was feared that this purpose might be frustrated, 
and it was then determined to treat the meeting as an un- 
lawful assemblage, and as such to break it up at all 


ar 

I mention these facts to show that, while to those outside 
the political arena the dangers of disturbance might have 
appeared immincnt, to one like myself—entirely outside of 
the ring, keeping myself so from a sense of duty—no such 
view could have presented itself. 

They also go to show that the ground that I took as to 
the right of the Convention to operate, so long as no overt 
act of hostility to the established State Government was 
cominitted, was not until a recent date disputed, and it is 
now maintained by many prominent lawyers in this city. 

As to the Convention itself, being personally acquainted 
with but two or three of its members, and as I had no in- 
tercourse with them, I may not have understood properly 
the object it had in view. My information concerning it 
was nearly all derived from unfriendly sources, but from the 

little knowledge I had upon the subject, I could not per- 
ceive that the gentlemen composing this Convention had 
any more authoirty to remodel the State Government than 
any other assemblage of citizens. Yet, I believed they had 
a right to meet and to talk and to resolve, provided they 
committed no breach of the peace. 

Had the result been to obstruct any officer of the State 
in the exercise of his office, or an attempt upon the part of 
any person to exercise the functions of a State office, unless 
authorized to do so by the President of the United States, 
T should have regarded this as an overt act, calling for 
military interference, provided the civil powers were un- 
able to defend themselves and punish the aggressor. 

I believe, further, to arrest these citizens and hold them 
to bail prior to the commission et any overt act of crime, 
was a Violation of their rights, and had the civil courts 
failed to relieve them promptly from such duress, upon a 
writ of habeas corpus, it would become my duty, if called 
upon in conformity with the requirements of the recent 
order of the Lieutenant-General commanding the armies 
designed for the,protection of American citizens, to inter- 
fere with military force for their relief, and possibly to 
take into custody and hold in military confinement those 
who had committed the wrong. This idea in relation to 
my duties, under the order of Genoral Grant, I endeavored 
to convey to the gentlemen who came to see me in relation 
to breaking up the Convention. 

On the 25th of July I received from the Hon. John T. 
Monroe, of the City of New Orleans, a letter, of which the 
following is a copy : 

Mayoratty or New Orreans, } 
Crry Hatt, July 25, 1866. 4 
Brevet Major-General Baird, Commanding, etc 

Generar :—A body of men, claiming to be members of the ‘on- 
vention of 1864, and whose avowed object is to subvert the Municipal 
and State Governments, will, I learn, assemble in this city on Mon- 
day next. 

The laws and ordinances of the city, which my oath of office makes 
obligatory upon me to see faithfully executed declare all such assem- 
blies calculated to disturb the public peace and tranquillity unlawful, 
and, as such, to be dispersed by the Mayor, and the participants held 
responsible for violating the same. 

It is my intention to disperse this unlawful assemblage if found 
within the corporate limits of the city, by arresting the members 
thereof, and holding them accountable to existing municipal law, 

i y meet without the sanction of the military authorities. 

I will esteem it a tavor, General, if, at your earliest convenience, 
you will inform me whether the projected meeting has your approbu- 
tion, so that I may act accordingly. I am, General, very respect- 
fully, Jou» T. Monros, Mayor.

Siz :—I have received your communication of the 25th inst., inform- 
ing me that a body of men, claiming to be members of the Conven- 
tion of 1864, whose avowed object is to subvert the present Municipal 
and State Governments, is about to assemble in this city, and regard- 
ing this assemblage as one of those described in the law as calculated 
to disturb the public peace and tranquillity, and therefore unlawful, 
you believe it to be your duty, and that it is your intention, to dis- 
perse this unlawful assembiy, if found within the corporate limits of 
the city, by arresting the members thereof, and holding them account- 
able to the existing municipal laws, provided they meet without the 
sanction of the military authorities. 

Youalso inquire whether the projected meeting has my approba- 
tion, so that you may act accordingly. 

Tn reply, I have the honor to state that the assemblage to which 
You refer has not, so farasI am aware, the sanction or approbation 
of any mil1 authority for its meetings. 

Ip the gentlemen comprising it have never asked for such 
authority to meet, asthe military comman:lers, since I have been in 
the State, have held themselves strictly aloot from all interference 
With the political movement of the citizens of Louisiana. For my 
own part I have carefully refrained from any expression of opimion 
be phy mer side of the many questions relating to the reconstruction 

the Government. When asked ifI intended to furnish the 
Convention a military guard, I have replied ‘No ;” the Mayor of 

the city and its police will ‘amply protect its sittings.” If these 
Persons assemble, as yon say it is intended, it will be, —_— in 
virtue of the universally conceded right of all citizens of the United 
to meet peaceably and discuss freely questions concerning their 
the governmente—a right which is not restricted by the fact that

This doubtless will, in due time, be properly decided upon by the 
legal branches of the United States Government. At all events. the 
government of the Stute would seem to be more direct y calied upon 
to take the iniative in a step of this kind if it was proper and neces- 
sary. What we most want at the present time is the maintenance of 
perfect order and the suppression of violence. If, when you speak of 
the projected meeting, as one calculated to disturb the public peace 
and tranquillity, Iam to understand that you regard the number of 
per ons who differ in opinion from those who will constitute it, as so 
large, and the lawlessness of heir cnaracter so well established, that 
you doubt the ability of your small force of police to control them, 
you have in such cases only to cail upon me and I will bring to your 
assistance, not only trvuops now present in the city, but, if mecessary, 
the entire force which it may be in my power to a semble, either 
upon the land or upon the water. Lawless :iolence must be.sup- 

, and inthis connection the recent order of the Lieutenant- 
eneral, designed for ths protection of citizens of the United States, 
deserve: careful consideration. It imposes high obligations for mili- 
tary interference, to protect those who, having violated no ordinance 
of the State, are engaged in peaceful avocations.

These letters require little comment. The Mayor an- 
nounced his intention to break up the assembly as an un- 
lawful assembly, and I reply that 1 cannot regard it as 
within the scope of his duties, as a municipal officer, to de- 
cide that question; but, on the contrary, that I do regard 
it to be his duty, as custodian of the public peace, to pro- 
tect the assembly as long as no disorder is committe1. 

On Friday night, July 27th, a meeting of Radical per- 
sons was held in the Mechanics’ Institute. It was composed 
largely of colored people, and was addressed by ex-Gov- 
ernor Hahn, Dr. Dostie and others. At a later hour a 
torchlight procession of the same individuals was addressed 
in front of the City Hall by Dr. Dostie. All of these 
speeches, except those ot Dr. Dostie, are said to have been 
temperate. Ofthis, the only report which we haveis to be 
found in opposition papers, and its authenticity is denied. 
The words put into his mouth by his enemies were violent 
and indiscreet ; and, as the version of his remarks was 
widely disseminated, it did, undoubtedly, have much effect 
in exciting the public mind. In the same category with 
the speech attributed to Dr. Dostie must be placed the 
charges of Judge Abell to the Grand Jury of the Parish, 
in relation to the Convention. The extraordinary senti- 
ments which he then put forth, the occasion which he 
selected for their utterance, and the intemperate language 
in which they were clad, were all calculated to breed popu- 
lar tumult. 

To the Major-General commanding the division, who has 
had so much longer time to observe the character of the 
prominent men of this community, I need not speak of the 
unscrupulous character of this gentleman, as displayed in 
his official capacity. 

We have only to lament that we find in his position a 
person ready to pervert the sanctity with which we all wish 
to — the law to the accomplishment of political party 
ends. 

On Saturday, the 28th of July, I had acall from a mem- 
ber of the Convention, the only direct communication I 
have had with any person connected with it. Our inter- 
view was quite brief. He informed me that they designed 
to meet on Monday, and that it was understood they might 
be interfered with by the city authorities. He told me 
nothing with regard to their views and objects. In reply 
I informed him that I had but recently a correspondence 
with the Mayor upon the subject, and that after what had 
passed between us I did not think the Convention men 
need fear violence. 

Almost immediately on his departure I was visited by 
Mayor Monroe, accompanied by Lieutenant-Governor 
Voorhees. The impression made upon my mind after some 
few minutes’ conversation with them was, that the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor had come with the Mayor in order to lend 
the appearance of representing in the interview with mo 
the office of Chief Executive of the State. I had suggested, 
as will be observed in my letter tothe Mayor, that the 
Governor would be the most proper person to initiate the 
steps which they proposed if such steps became necessary. 
Governor Wells had torsome time been absent from the city, 
and notwithstanding that there was a rumor of his return, 
these gentlemen informed me that those who had sought 
interviews with him had been unabie to find him, that he 
did not appear in his office to discharge his ordinary duties 
in the customary way, and by inference therefrom the 
opinions of the officer next to him in rank might carry 
with them much of the weight which is properly attached 
to the incumbent of the highest office in the State. I did 
notso regard it. I was very soon informed that the plan 
of breaking up the Convention by having the Mayor and 
City Police to arrest its members had been abandoned, aud 

that it was now designed to have them indicted by the 
Grand Jury of the Parish, and upon this process would iss 1e 
to the Sheriff to make the arrests. I replied at once 
that [didnot seethat thiscould change the condition 
of affairs or my responsibilities. What I desired 
was to hold the military force in strict neutrality between 
the political factions, and only tointerfere with tuem when 
it became necessary for the preservation of the peace. I 
also wished carefully to put aside any complication which 
might result in compelling me to interfere. I said that as 
the case case presented itself to my view, it wasone be- 
tween the political parties fighting bitterly for the ascend- 
ency, and that one happened to hold certain judical and 
municipal offices which it sought to use, as [ thought, im- 
properly, in order to secure its superiority over the other. 
I said further, as my conviction was clear, that these men 
had aright to assemble, and that to arrest them for so 
doing would be a violation of their rights as citizens, the 
inevitable consequence would be an appeal to me upon the 
failure of the Courts to’ give them prompt redress, and that 
I would be compelled, by the order of General Grant, to 
release them and perhaps te arrest the Sheriff, or those en- 
gaged in committing such an act of violence. I therefore 
begged that the Sheriff, in case that he should receive such 
a writ, would not attempt to execute it. I said that we 
were all subject toa higher authority, and that in a very 
short time we could communicate with my military su- 


be the policy of the Government to have the meet 
the Conveniion prevented we would do it; if m 
should permit it to take its course, and ina as 
rests could be made on Tuesday as well as on -, the 
party opposed to the Convention could have no cause to 
complain of the delay. 

With this proposition the Lientenant-Governor 
acquiesced, and having informed-me that he had alrea 
telegraphed to the President, I agreed to telegraph im- 
mediately to the Secretary of War, and to communicate 
my instructions as soon received to the civil authorities. 
Governor Voorhees at the same time promi 
Sheriff should bring any writ that he received to me for my 
approval before proceeding to its execution. Every 
ble contingency from which trouble could be antic 
seemed thus to be provided for, unless it might be the at - 
tack upon the Convention and its supporters by 
citizens opposed toit. I mentioned thie, and 
that such a disturbance, should it call for theinterference of 
the troops to suppress it, would be highly injurious to the 
party which these gentlemen represented. Governor Voor- 
hees replied that it would be fatal, and undertook to have 
all persons not friendly to the proposed assemblage warned 
through the public prints to avoid thestreets in the vicinity 
of Mechanics’ Institute while the meeting was going on. 
With this the interview closed. The conversation was 
carried on chiefly-by Lieu' enant-Governor Vcorhees and my - 
self, Mayor Monroe making but few remarks ; but I under- 
stood him to acquiesce in all that was said by the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor and in the arrangements agreed upon be- 
tween him and myself. 4 

No application whatever was made to me ‘or the assist- 
ance of troops; and all that was said in relation to troops 
on this occasion was my remark that I would hold my men 
in hand, and that the contending parties must be not 
to come into collision or I would intervene between 
By a glance at Mayor Monroe’s letter of the 25th it will 
be seen that he makes no request for militry assi 
but on the contrary desires the military to keep out of the 
way and permit him to carry out his purpose without in- 
terruption. The object of the visit to me on Saturday was 
to make a similar request, only tha. it was the Sheriff and 
his posse instead of the Mayor and his police that was to 
operate in the latter case; not the slightest doubt was ex- 
pressed as to the ability of either of these forces to make 
the arrrests and close up the Convention without disorder; 


indeed it is not probable that persons permission to 
perform an act such as was proposed would acknowledge 
the possibility of its creating a riot by asking for the pre- 

sence of troops. I did remark that the ‘Sheriff must be 

very sure in case he undertook to execute a writ of arrest that 

it was done without disturbance of the peace; and I was 

assured in reply that he would, in such case, simply walk 

alone into the hall and read his warrant to the assembly, 

summoning the members to submit to the mandate of the 

court. 

I was so well satisfied in parting with these gentlemen 
that every effort would be made to prevent popular commo- 
tion upon the meeting of the Convention, and that all ex- 
citing subjects would be laid aside until the orders of high- 
er authority could be obtained, that I could not refrain 
from expressing to the Lieuienant-Governor the pleasure 
which the interview had occasioned me. As soon as they 
departed 1 despatched to the Hon. Secretary of War a tele- 
gram, of which the following is a copy: 

Heapavuarters Dera tment or LOUISIANA, 
New Oxreans, La., July 28, 1866, 
To the Hon. E. M. Stanton, Secretary of War, Washington, D. C.: 

A convention has been called, with the sanction of Governor Wi 
to meet here on Monday. The Lieut Governor and city author- 
it.es think it unlawful, and propose to break it up by the 
delegates. I have gi en no orders on the subject, but have warned 
the parties that { should not countenance or permit such action with- 
out instructions to that effvet from the Presid nt. 

Please instruct me 4 telegraph. 

A. Bann, Brevet Major-General, Commanding. 

To this, up to the present day, I have received no reply, 
nor has its receipt been acknowled, 

During the day of Sunday the 29th I gave order to the 
troops—one regiment of which, a oolored regiment, was 
quartered in the upper part of the city, and the other, a 
regiment of Regular infantry, together with the battery at 
Jackson Barracks, at the lower end of the city—to hold 
themselves throughout the day of Monday in readiness to 
march at§2 moment's notice, to remain, however, within 
the limits of their respective camps. I also made ar- 
rengements for having a steamer at the barracks early in 
the morning, to keep up steam and be ready to bring for- 
ward the troops rapidly to the point required. A swift 
tug was kept at the foot of Canal street as the seediest 
method of conveying a message to the offic r in command, 
should his services be called for. These dispositions for 
keeping our soldiers out of the streets of the city were 
made as much to prevent the excitement which any osten- 
tation of military movement would have produced as to 
keep the men in readiness for service. For the same réa- 
son the steamer sent to Jackson barracks was directed to 
move there at an hour when not likely to atttract the atten- 
tion of the public, so important did it appear in order to 
quiet down the growing excitement, that military parade 
should be avoided. 

It will be observed, as I will show hereafter, that Lieu- 
tenant-Governor Voorhees, even up to the hour of noen on 
Monday, did not, as he informed me, anticipate a breach 
of the peace. No member of the Convention, or friends 
it, if attack was feared, came to me to re the fact 
and to ask provision for its safety. Judge Howell, the 
President, whom I have since asked why did not 
notify me of their danger, replied that they no con- 
ception of it themselves; he and the rest went there unarm- 
ed, not sure that they might not be arrested or the meet- 
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ing otherwise broken up, but with no idea that they would 
be subjected to violence. ‘The large body of police belong- 
ing to the city was amply competent at any — thrust- 
ing itself between the two antagonistic parties, to separate 
rd and arrest quietly the disorderly on both sides.

The authority of this dispatch I saw no reason to doubt, 
but it was ambiguous as to the wishes of the Government 
in relation to the Convention. The difficulty lay in deter- 
mining who were the legal authorities whom the military 
were expected to support and sustain. Judge Abell of one 
of the State Courts had but recently, in a charge to the 
Grand Jury of his district, denounced the Convention of 
1864 as wful, and for this, as well as for the sentiments 
expressed by him, he had been arrested by the United 
States Commissoner and bound over for trial at the next 
session of the United States Courts. ‘The question then 
arose as between Judge A bell and Judge Shannon, which was 
the military authority to recognize as the Court intended 
by the President. ‘The journals which published the dis- 
patch referred to, in commenting upon it, remarked that 
while the Department Commander would doubtless give 
any assistance that might be required to the civil officers 
in oeshing up the Convention, none would be asked for 
as none ‘vould be required. 

At ab ut 11 0’tlock of that day I was again called upon 
by Lieu-enant-Governor Voorhees, and after.a short con- 
versation I informed him that I had, as yet, received no 
instructions from the War Department; that I had no 
doubt as to my duty, and that I saw no reason for chang- 
ing my course of action. I said moreover (Il am sure it 
was at this interview I said it), that apart from the mili- 
tary considerations, by which alone [ was governed, I 
thought it a very grave step for the friends of the President 
to to hang about hisneck the responsibility of break- 
ing up a Convention sanctioned by the Governor, without 
knowing certainly that ho (the President) desired it. With- 
out instructions to that effect I could not approve it. 

Finding I did not propose to deviate from the course 
which we had agreed to take, upon Saturday it was reiter- 
ated in all its particulars. A ithis juncture, after having 
explained the disposition which I had made of the troops ; 
that they were ready at Jackson Barracks—three miles 
from Canal street ; that I had a steamer ready to bring 
them up, andatug by which to send word to them the 
very moment i might be informed that a crisis demanding 

presence was likely to arise—I remarked that, were 
Inotafraid my motives in bringing soldiers into the streets 
be misunderstood, and regarded as a design to give 
acer amy to the Convention, I would be glad

The truth is, the Lieutenant-Governor left me, declaring 
the belief that the day would pass off peaceably, and I was 
satisfied he was sincere. ‘The real object in view was to 
induce me to recede from the position I had taken on 
Saturday, in consequence of the telegram from the Presi- 
dent, and to lend my sanction for dissolving the Con- 
vention. 

As «>on as he had departed I sent an officer to Jackson 
barragks to bring up the available men of the First infantry 
regiment, and to locate them near the levee on Canal street, 
80 Fak y be out of the way, yet, to be within reach if re- 
qu 

It was now about 12 o'clock, and being convinced from 
the many assurances I had received that citizens hostile to 
the meeting would, in obedience to the request of the civil 
authorities, keep out of the way, and that the police force 
would be on the ground, to take into custody those guilty 
of the first disorders, I saw no chance fora disturbance 
unless it might arise from the accidental collision with dis- 
orderly white men of some of the colored persons, who, it 
is said, might collect outside the building to protect the 
Convention. I was satisfied from the natural peacefulness 
of their character, that the negroes would never be aggres- 
sive, but felt that their appearance at sucha time might 
provoke attack from low and ignorant white men, to whom 
they are always an object of hatred. To remove this last 
chance, as I supposed, of disorder, I desired to find some 
persons belonging to the Convention to request that the 
members of the body themselves would meet with as little 
display as posible. Not knowing the residence of any of them 
except J Howell, I took a carriage and drove to his 
his house. On my arrival I learned, much to my surprise, 
that the Convention had actually already met, and that the 
Judge had already gone to it. I thenreturned immediate- 
ly to my office and soon after information was brought in 
with respect to the first acts of disorder on Canal street. 
At once asecond messenger was dispatched to hasten for- 
ward the troops that had been sent for, and also to bring up 
theartillery. I likewise sent a staff officer to the Hall of 
Assembly to procure information as to the actual state of af- 
fairs. On his return he informed me that he had met 
Judge Howell in the Governor's room, and learned from 
him that the Convention had met soon after the hour of 
noon and had adjourned for want of a quorum, but that it 
would in assemble at 1:30 o'clock, and if no quorum 
was then present would adjourn over to the next day. He 
spoke of the disturbance which had taken place in the 
street, but did not seem to anticipate anything more serious. 

This report reassured me considerably as to the con- 
dition of affairs. About the sametime a letter of Lieu- 
tenant-Governor Voorhees, of which the following is a copy, 





was brought to me by a special messenger : 
New Orzeans, La., July 30, 1866. 
Major-General Baird, New Orleans: : 

Sim : Iam 1rtormed that squads of the colored population are going 
about in the Third District of the city; that they have abandoned 
their work ; and that others are coming into the city, also, from the 
Upper Post and from Jefferson. How reliable this news is—or, at 
least, to what extent—I cannot say positively ; at.all events, I would 
suggest that an inquiry be made. The colored population is not 
answerable for these things ; for, goaded as they are by infaromatory 
appeals to their passions and prejudices, it is astonishing that they 
have not already fallen into excesses. After leaving you, I called 
upon the Mayor, who was pleased to know what cooperation he 
would have from the Military Department. Asa measure of prudence 
it would be well—should you, however, concur in this view—to have 
a military force disseminated throughout the city, to act in concert 
with the city police; but by all means in the vicinity of Mechanics’ 
Institute. Atthis very moment my messenger comes in and brings 
the information that a large number of ireedmen are at the Mechanics’ 
Hall, and that a great number of white people are in the vicinity. 
The excitement is increasing. The appearance of soldiers with police- 
men, at this moment, would be very beneficial.

In delivering it he remarks that the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor was not sure of the correctness of the report which 
he made, since they were founded on rumors brought in to 
him; yet he thought it well to give me the information. 
In reply, I stated that I had already sent two messengers 
for the troops, and that I expected them every moment to 
arrive. 

From this time forward messengers continued constantly 
to come in, bringing news of the renewal of the riot, of the 
arrival of fresh bodies of police on the ground, and finally 
of the attack on the building itself. Among the last of 
these was Mayor Monroe, who came in hurriedly a little 
after two o'clock and inquired ‘when the troops I pro- 
posed to bring up would arrive?’ I replied, that by 
that very time they should be on Canals treet. He then 
asked, rather “‘ anxiously,” “‘ Will they be white troops ?” 
‘Will they act along with my police?’ I replied that I 
would have some white troops, and that I would suppress 
the riot, no matter who were engaged in it. The interview 
lasted but a few moments, and these three interrogations, 
together with my replies to him, constituted the entire con- 
versation which passed between us on the occasion. They 
furnish a key to what was passing in his mind at a time 
when he knew his police had gone beyond all bounds that 
could be justified by people of any party, and felt the 
heavy weight which responsibility for their acts would im- 
pose upon those accountable for them. The statement he 
has since made, as to telling me then that he held me re- 
sponsible for the bloodshed of that day, is entirely erro- 
neous, 

The error may have been worked up in his mind by the 
excitement of the occasion, in confounding subsequent 
thoughts with the events as they transpired. It is not 
probable that I would have received such an accusation 
without resenting it, nor would be have neglected, in 
stating his remarks, giving my replies, had I made any. 
I immediately mounted my horse and rode to Canal street, 
where the soldiers were then arriving. This was about 
2:40 o'clock. The troops were at once moved up Canal 
street to the City Hall, where the assembly had met, but 
on the way encountered a large crowd of white men and 


boys, generally armed with pistols, and many of them 
drunk and prepared for further disord er. These were dis- 








persed by sending strong patrols to clear the various 
streets and warn people to retire to their homes. The 
Mechanics’ Institute was already in the possession of the 
police, most of those who had been within its walls having 
been either killed, wounded or captured and sent to prison. 
It would not be proper, in a report of this character, to 
state positively and minutely what did occur during the 
riot. ‘The testimony of sworn witnesses, which is now 
being taken by a Board appointed for the purpose, will 
establish these facts beyond a doubt. It is enough for 
our present purpose to state that, according to the informa- 
tion we receive, the first act of disorder occurred as a 
procession of about 150 colored men was moving through 
Canal street. ‘These men were generally armed with clubs 
or sticks, and perhaps one in ten had a pistol. The pro- 
cession was preceded with music and the American flag. 
It was fired upon, and the most trustworthy evidence goes 
to show that the shot came from a restaurant on Canal 
street. Another account states that the shot was fired by 
a negro in the procession at some one who attempted to 
take the flag from them. A rush was then made upon the 
procession by policemen, and citizens, and perhaps a few 
more pistol shots were exchanged, but I find no evidence 
to that effect. In a few moments all was over, and quiet 
restored ; the police made thiee arrests and carried off 
their prisoners, while the colored men passed on to the 
Mechanics’ Institute. There were very few persons in- 
jured in this encounter, probably not more than two or 
— It was a very trifling affair, and was suppressed 
easily. 

After this the colored people who were not inside the 
Mechanics’ Institute were assembled in front of that build- 
ing in Dryades street, occupying that position between 
Common and Canal streets. At the same time the hostile 
citizens were collecting in Canal and Common streets, but 
slightly separated form the negro gathering. The entire 
number of persons, including the Convention and thore 
friendly to it, both inside and outside of the building, I 
estimate.about 500 or 600 men. 

While things remained in this condition, at about half- 
past one o’clock, as nearly as I can ascertain the hour, a 
body of police came up Dauphine street into Canal street, 
and passing through the crowd of citizens entered thence 
into Dryades street, which brought them upon the collec- 
tion of negroes in front of the Institute. 

Simultaneously with this my staff officer met a party of 

near 100 police going down Carondelet street, whose officer 
informed him they were going to suppress the riot. This 
party turned down Common street, and on reaching 
Baronne street detached a portion of its force to occupy 
the rear outlet of Mechanics’ Institute on that street. (The 
rest passed on to Dryades street, where it came upon the 
colored crowd on the side opposite to those who came from 
Canal. ‘These bodies of police are said to have been sum- 
moned to the spot by the ringing of thecity bells. Every- 
thing shows preconcerted action. The police, armed with 
pistois and clubs, followed and supported by citizens, 
charged upon the negroes, having given no notice to dis- 
perse, and having made no attempt to peaceably arrest 
them. There was a pile of bricks at hand, and the colored 
people defended themselves with these and their sticks as 
well as with such pistols as they had, less than one to every 
tenth man. They were soon overpowered, and those who 
could do so found a refuge within the Convention hall. The 
building was afterward assaulted, the police firing ,their 
pistols into the windows, and when an entrance was 
effected they forced their way up to the landing on the 
second story, and there found the door of the hall barri- 
caded. . 
At length, by some strategy, those in the hall were in- 
duced to open the door, when the police rushed in and 
emptied their revolvers into the assemblage. Those with- 
in being feebly armed, could make but little resistance, 
and the policemen, retiring to reload, returned to repeat 
the same operation. When any of the Conventionists 
succeeded in being passed out to the front of the building, 
they were there met bya cordon of police, surrounded by 
another cordon of citizens, and attempting to surrender to 
the first, they wore frequently shot down by the men 
whom they begged to take them into custody. This 
course was continued until the work was completed. 

During the riot, a fire company arrived in rear of the 
building, by which passage many were trying to escape, 
and at once halted to unite with the policemen there, and 
take part in the work of slaughter. Other large bodies of 
police, regularly organized, also came in frcm the station- 
houses, sooner or later, to unite with the forces already en- 
gaged. Itis also reported that men were passed through 
the crowd by friendly policemen, who tied about their 
necks white handkerchiefs as an evidence that they 
belonged to some one of the organizations of citizens 
present. I do not report these things as perfectly correct 
in every particular, for I hold my judgement in abeyance 
until access can be had to the evidence, which the com- 
mission will adduce. They are, however, credibly re 
to me, and they leave no room to doubt that the riots of 
the 30th ult. present a picture of atrocity having no parallel 
in American history. 

At the time when I located the troops in the centre of 
the city and cleared the crowds from the adjacent streets, 
I was of course ignorant of most of the particular inci- 
dents of the riot, but the evidence was overwhelming that 
the police had been faithless to its duty, and had been 
riotous throughout; that in truth it led the riot, and it 
was therefore necessary to take this force under control. 
All negroes, all Union citizens of Louisiana, and all 
Northern men, so far as I can learn, were in a state of 
terror. The approach of a policeman they regarded as 
that of an executioner. Prominent citizens sought refuge 
or concealment in the houses of friends, and even the 
Governor of the State, during the night, sent for a guard 
to protect his life. For days subsequent to the riot the 
meeting of two or three of the police near the house of a 
Union man was regarded as sufficient to justify a removal 
at night ora demand for a mili guard, and with this 
state of feeling, whether it had any just foundation or not, 
a renewal of riot and disorder might at any moment have 
been anticipated. Persons being frightened would natu- 
rally, at the approach of fancied danger, gather — 
for defence, and bloodshed would probably follow. It was 
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to reassure them, which could only be done by 
an announcement of military protection, and notice to the 
police that they were taken under the supervision of a 
power that would hold them to accountability for their 
acts. To accomplish this object I issued an order pro- 
claiming martial law. It was not one of the ordinary 
cases calling for such a step, where the ciyil force, having 
resisted to the last degree the violence of the mob and is 
overcome, asks for. assistance and puts itself under the pro- 
tection ofthe military power, but the very unusual case of 
the civil force becoming the aggresor and giving way to 
excesses which had to be restrained. 

There can be no question that it was necessary, and I 
am confident that great loss of life, and much destruction 
of property during Monday night, was prevented thereby. 
That a crisis had arisen demanding some extraordinary 
step is admitted in the following proclamation of Mayor 
Monroe, given to the public about the time I issued my 


order : f 
Mayoratty or New Orveans, City Hatt, July 30,-1866. 

Whereas, The city is in a state of great agitation, arising out of the 
riots precipitated by a revolutionary faction; and, whereas, it is 
absolutely necessary that order should be restored and violence sup- 

: therefore, I, John T. Monroe, Mayor of the City of New 
Orleans, do call on all such citizens as are willing to assist In main~- 
taining the peace, to appear at City Hall, this day at 6 p.m, to be 
sworn in as extra policemen. No one not holding my authority will 
be allowed to make any arrest. 

All good c tizens, with the exception of those on duty, are request«d 
to retire to their homes, and not to assemble in crowds in the public 
streets. Joun T. Monroe, Mayor. 

No man has been injured by this declaration of martial 
law, while many have been benefited, and I recommend 
that it be maintained untila full report in relation to the 
riot, together with evidence, which is being taken, can be 
submitted ‘to the Government for such order as the wisdom 
of the President may dictate. In the evening on Mon- 
day, about the time I declared the city under military 
control, Sheriff Hays brought to me, on the street, a war- 
rant for the arrest of the prominent members of the Con- 
vention. It was at a time when no further exciting move- 
ments could be permitted with safety, and telling him that 
it could not be done, I made upon the writ the following 
endorsement :

On the receipt of thisI sent for the writ still in the 
hands of the Sheriff, and wrote beneath my former en- 
dorsement as follows:

The necessity for the above order having ceased to exist, no further 

impediment will be placed in the way of executing the writ.

In consequence of this I em informed that the arrests 
were soon after made. But Major-General Kautz, having 
been appointed Military Governor of the city, gave early 
attention to the condition of the wounded and prisoners, 
with whom the cells of all the prisons and station-houses 
were filled. The officers sent out for the purpose found 
the wounded and the well crowded together in a dis- 
gusting and sickening manner, without any proper care 
for their sufferings. They were, however, being rapidly 
paroled and released by order of the civil authorities. 
Against many there were no charges whatever, and 

inst no one was it charged that he had been accessory 
to the killing of any one during the day. [I have yet like- 
wise to learn that a single individual of those hostile to 
the Convention had been arrested. The officers made 
diligent inquiry, and could hear of noone. Upon their 
report General Kautz then ordered that the work com- 
menced by the civil government should be continued, and 
that all persons arrested against whom there was no accu- 
sation of crime should be released. In order to ascertain 
the number of killed and wounded upon either side, I have 
caused Surgeon Hartsuff, U. S. A., to make an investiga- 
tion and report. He called upon the proper city officials 
for their statement, and has sought for information in 
every quarter. No doubt there were men killed and 
wounded concerning whom he could obtain no informa- 
tion. The following is his report:

called upon the Chief of Police for a list of casualities, and 
in reply received a statement that 22 had been injured— 
one of these had died from over fatigue. 

Dr. Hartsuft visited the rest and found some uninjured, 
while but the 10 whom he reports were well enough to be 
on duty the next day. It will be remembered, in this con- 
nection, that the police assaulted a building in which the 
so-called rioters had barricaded themselves, and, while the 
wall of this building opposite the entrance was covered 
with bullet marks, but three or four can be found on the 
side by which the police entered. 

Most of *hose killed received one or more pistol-shots, 
and of the wounded, Dr. Hartsuff found 51 such wounds 
on the part of the Convention party against seven on the 
part of the police. 

All of this goes to establish which party was armed and 
organized, and which exercised the violence, notwithstand- 
ing that nearly every policeman swears that they were 
generally unarmed, and that he did not see a shot fired by 
them.

REVISED REGULATIONS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Srr :—Armies do not spontaneously arise at whatever 
time or point they may be required. Having been once 
created, they are to be preserved fortheemergency. They 
consist of the personnel and materiel, which require rules for 
the preservation of each as distinct as the components them- 
selves. 

The Articles of War should properly preserve the one 
and the Regulations the other. And Tactics should de- 
tail the most approved principles under which any unit of 
the Army should move, whether in the presence or out of 
the reach of the enemy. 

Our Articles of War, abstracted mostly from the Eng- 
lish Mutiny Act and Articles of War, never met the wants 
of the Army, nor were they well adapted to our institu- 
tions. 

We might have expected that after a five years’ war, 
during which the defects of the Articles became so mani- 
fest, there would already have been some effort to revise a 
code so replete with want. However, there is an effort 
being made to get a code of tactics embracing the ex- 
perience of the war ; and section 37 of the new Army bill 
contemplates an improved code of regulations for the gov- 
ernment of the Army. 

As this code is to be submitted to the next Congress, it 
may not be amiss to present a few thoughts through your 
valuable journal. 

Each new code, as they have in the past successively 
issued, has contained some improvements, but retained 
many of the worst features, and even introduced new in- 
stead of expunging all existing bad ones. 

Should the Board of Officers appointed to revise the old 
or get up a new code, embrace, as it should, not only an 
ofticer of experience and military intelligence, without 
crotchets, from each arm, but from each and every depart- 
ment and corps of the service, they will undoubtedly bear 
in mind the paramount necessity of a well-defined line be- 
tween the Regulations, ‘Tactics, and Articles of War. 

If the Articles of War are to remain so imperfect as they 
are, the: Regulations must necessarily partly supply the de- 
ficiency. But what necessity is there for its encroachment 








We may expect the new code not only to embrace 
(synoptically) the new laws and orders applicable to our 
present circumstances, but if a revision is contemplated, we 
may expect to see expunged from the old all redundancy 
and errors which have stealthily crept in from time to 
time. 

Lhe present code was introduced after adopting the

Em passant, we may state 
that there appears, however, to be no good reason why 
this movement was excluded from the manual of arms in 
our present Tactics, unless it be that it interferes with one 
of the first essentials which now apparently govern the effi- 
ciency of the Army—a half-cocked hat. The.“ Parade— 
rest,” “* Front—face,” etc., are not in harmony with the 
present Tactics. Should they not be? Harmony (uni- 
formity) and unity are as essential to a healthy discipline 
and robust morale as a boiler and condenser are to the 
steam which they preserve and generate. 

If as at present the Regulations must continue to encroach 
on Tactics, let all branches of the service be represented in 
the Board, recollecting that each knows its own wants 
best, and that pow there is a greater difference between 
cavalry and infantry than (B——’s) “turning the toes in 
and turning them out.’’ 

Above all means, let there be harmony between the Regu- 
lations, Tactics and Articles of War. Rerorm.

| But it was found that when the Volunteers entered the 
, Service the pay was increased to meet their wants. 
| The price of the rations before at thirty cents was in- 
| creased to fifty cents, which, in the captain’s case I have 
_ referred to, made a difference of 1 40 per day, or increased 
‘his pay to about $83 in paper money per month after 
deducting the seven dollars’ tax on income per month. 
Well! the Volunteers went out of service, and Congress, 
without waiting for the declaration of peace, which was to 
| be the limit of the time to which the fifty cent ration 
extended, passed a law cutting off the fifty cent ration and 
| substituting the old price, thirty cents. Thus, the captain’s 
| pay comes down to the old $150 in paper, less five dollars 
| Government tax; and gold is worth to-day nearly 150, 
| which reduces his pay still further to about $100, or fifty 
| dollars less than he got before the war. It cannot be that 
| Congress was informed of the injustice thus done, for I 
| do not believe that men who certainly acted with such 
| earnestness and discretion in attempts to finish up the 
| work which wo had cut out inthe rough, would wilfully 
ignore our service, and not only that, but actually punish 
us for our own patriotism ‘hat it costs more to live 
now than it did then is sufficiently evidenced by the ne- 
cessity for raising their own salaries—none too great be- 
fore. Why then this neglect of us? ‘The trouble is, the 
Army has no one to represent them in Congress. The 


stomach requires more nutriment than a Regular’s. 
since the war, the bread ration, the issue of vegetables, the 
sanitary stores have disappeared, and also a portion of the 
pay—henco the dissatisfaction among the men, and the 
frequent desertions. But I am speaking now of the offi- 
cers’ pay, and I respectfully ask Vongress to pass a law 
paying the Army in gold at the same rates it was paid be- 
fore the war—or else continuing our pay with the ration at 
fifty cents. And I further ask all officers to lay the case 
before every influential man in Congress, and ask for what 
{ propose. Never mind the opposition of sundry staff 
officers who want something elso! The plan I propose is 
simple and understood by all, and by every member of 
Congress. Give us the same pay we had during the war, and 
pay us by the same manner. It costs us more to live now 
than it did then. Do not drive us gentlemen into poli- 
tics to seek our simple rights. Whatever administration 
may hold the reins, we uphold the flag; and if you wish 
us to maintain any other position than mere hirelings bid- 
ding for party influence to get our daily bread, you must 
pay usa little more than just sufficient to maintain the 
REGULAR.

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POLITICS IN THE ARMY. 


MONG the old officers of our Regular Army, before 
the late war, it was the rarest of occurrences that 

any one was found engaging, in any public man- 
‘ner, in political discussions. Many of them had not 
what are generally termed “ political views ’’ at all. 
That is, they would not, or could not, say whether 
the Whig party or the Democratic party was—in their 


opinion—the better exponent and defender of sound ! 


principles of government and of the more judicious or 
patriotic policy. Their political notions—such as they 
were—were very few and simple. They believed that 
it was their business to render an unquestioning obe- 
dience to ‘the powers that be,’’ whether Mr. PoLk 
or Mr. Fittmore happened to be at the helm of the 
good ship of State. 

They had generally a pretty acute distrust of the 
honesty of all politicians, and regarded their wordy 
warfare with more or less contempt. The noisy ap- 
. peals to the passions and prejudices of their respect- 
ive parties they despised, as a mere contest for the 
spoils of office. Those whose character and eminence 
entitled them to be regarded as statesmen were 
treated by those old officers with unfeigned respect, 
no matter what party views they represented and 
advocated. Aside from this, they pursued the even 
tenor of their ways, mingling with partisans of all 
classes, but never publicly siding with any, and 
mainly keeping their own counsels. 

There were several good results from the observance 
of this discreet reserve. Within the Army it pre- 
vented the evils and dissensions that otherwise would 
have arisen. In peace times there is abundant op- 
portunity for the growth of jealousies, exceedingly 
detrimental to the service. In our small Army every 
officer, almost, is known personally or by reputation 
by every other officer—and promotions and assign- 
ments are regarded with a watchfulness of which out- 
side civilians have very little conception. It was 
always a cause for ill-repute in the Army, when an 
officer was known to have privately used political or 
personal influence for the attainment of desirable sta- 
tions or of promotion. Toais ill-repute and individual 
jealousy would be increased, were officers to‘ gain 
such objects by coming out publicly in the political 
arena. Not only this, but discipline would be seriously 
affected. A captain who might happen to be a 
prominent politician, and thus acquire influence at 
Washington, could ‘‘ keep a rod in pickle’ for a col- 
onel more assiduously devoted to his proper duties, 
and unknown to senators or heads of departments. 
A strict enforcement of discipline in such a case, 
might be followed by the quiet transfer of the ‘ col- 
** onel commanding ’’ to some remote and inaccessible 
station, by a refusal of a merited brevet, or by some 
other serious annoyance or damage. 

Independent of these considerations, there are 
those of a much higher and graver character. It has 
always been deemed dangerous to a Republic for its 
soldiers to become publicly identified with political 
struggles. In our earlier history as a Nation this 
apprehension was quite widely and deeply felt. The

3 | Army—which have been, or are to be, held. Those 


who have composed, or will compose, these political 
gatherings, are now citizens in civil life, with no Ex- 
ecutive control over their actions, and with no military 
promotions in view. They went into the war, not to 
become soldiers, but—as the lamented WINTHROP 
said—‘‘as the volunteer policemen of the United 
“*States.’’ They lost none of the sympathies, senti- 
ments and convictions of civilians while in the service ; 
but were executing the highest and noblest functions 
of the citizen of a free Republic. Neither did they 
lose the right, or abdicate the sacred privilege, of a 
citizen to take such part in our political contests as 
they might deem proper. They even exercised them 
in the field—when battles were postponed for 
elections—so often that they never lost sight of their 
citizenship and its duties. 

With the Regular Army the case is entirely different. 
We would especially warn young officers, panting for 
temporary notoriety and favor at Washington, that 
they are committing a mistake they will one day rue, 
and doing more to injure the service than they could 
possibly accomplish in any other way. We say this 
with the utmost kindness, and with no individual 
cases in view. . 





THOSE who have attentively followed the Presi- 
dential ‘‘ progress’ through the country, and read 
the oratorical efforts with which the tedium of 
the journey has been beguiled, are by this time well 
assured of two facts; first, that Mr. JoHNSON is a 
** humble individual,”’ and, second, that he is desirous 
of appearing before us simply as a “‘ citizen, stripped 
‘*of the paraphernalia of office.’’ As equally hum- 
ble individuals, and of those among his fellow- 
citizers who sympathize with Mr. JoHNsON in all 
laudable endeavors to restore the integrity of the 
nation, we may venture to offer him a suggestion, 
premising that we fully appreciate the anxiety he has 
so frequently expressed to stand on the ground of 
citizenship alone. Doubtless, with the modesty of a 
truly ‘“‘ humble individual,’’ he may find himself op- 
pressed with the majesty and dignity of the high 
office to which accident has called him, and to the 
burden of which he considers himself unequal. It may 
even be that an embarrassing sense of the unfortunate 
circumstances of his public assumption at Washington 
of its duties and responsibilities may still further in- 
cline him to throw off its restraints. 

But Mr. JoHNSON should not forget that with his 
position and conduct as Chief Magistrate the country 
has even greater concern than himself, and that the 
obligations the office imposes cannot at will be as- 
sumed or laid aside. We took occasion recently 
to remark upon the respect which was due from the 
people to their Chief Magistrate. May we venture, 
then, to suggest that, in following the PRESIDENT, we 
have found more abundant occasion to reflect that 
the obligation between President and people is recip- 
rocal? If we are to respect him in his high office we 
may justly demand that he maintain the dignity of 
that office. No man has a right to drag the imperial 
purple in the dust, and the representative of the 
majesty and power of the Republic of thirty millions 
cannot venture to descend to bandying words with the 
mob, or indulge himself in vulgar abuse of codrdinate 
branches of the Government of which he is a part.

THE SITUATION IN EUROPE. 


ALTHOUGH peace has been declared between the. 
Powers engaged in the late European war, and 
the huge armies that a few weeks ago met on sanguin- 
ary fields are now returning to their homes to be in 
great part disbanded, a feeling of insecurity and sus- 
picion still prevails in Europe. The peace is not 
trusted. Few believe that it will last a year. It is 
well known that Austria submitted only because she 
saw the utter hopelessness of continuing the war 
while her armies labored under the depression of un- 
expected defeats and the disadvantage of arms inferior 
to those possessed by their better organized, better 
led, and, therefore, victorious adversaries. It is con- 
ceded that Austria has finally and in good faith sur- 
rendered her pretensions to Venetia, and all other 
strictly Italian territory. The Emperor at length dis- 
cerns the fact, so long patent to all the world beside, 
that Venetia was a source of weakness to his empire, 
and that it was more for his interest to have a power- 
ful ally in Victron EMANUEL and his people, than to 
retain his hold on a discontented province. While, 
therefore, he will now make use of every means to 
conciliate a people whom he lately regarded as his 
bitterest foes, he will watch his opportunity to regain 
his lost ascendency as a German potentate. He might 
pursue a wiser course. Were he to accept as final the 
decree which has severed, for the present, his con- 
nection with the German Federation, and to devote 
all his energies to the development of the internal re- 
sources of his empire, he would do better for himself 
and for the people over whom he rules. But his am- 
bition leads him another way. He accepts the exclu- 
sion forced upon him, but accepts it with a mental 
reservation. It is the universal feeling in Europe 
that he will seize the first opportunity to avenge the 
defeat at Koniggritz and restore Austria to the posi- 
tion she held so long asa German Power. He has, it 
is true, decreed the reduction of his armies; but this 
is only a measure of temporary economy, while prep- 
arations are making to remove the existing disparity 
in arms to which, among other deficiencies, the defeats 
in Bohemia were due. When the next war opens, 
the Austrian armies will take the field armed with a 
weapon superior to the needle gun; whether with 
superior generalship and better success, remains to be 
decided. 

Nor is NAPOLEON less dissatisfied than FRANCIS 
JOSEPH with the unexpected results of the war. He 
counted on a widely different issue. If Prussia were 
nct beaten by Austria, he could not doubt the continu- 
ance of the war until the exhaustion of the belligerent 
Powers should enable him to step in as the mediator 
and arbiter of Europe, able, at the head of his fresh 
and enthusiastic armies, to impose upon Germany 
such conditions of peace as he saw fit, and at the 
the same time to exact important concessions in the 
interest of France. His chagrin at the speedy humil - 
iation of Austria is well known. That humiliation, 
leaving Prussia more powerful than when she entered 
the contest, disarranged all his plans, and left him 
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only the poor privilege of protesting against the iuor- 
dinate abuse of victory by the conquering Power. 
The whole truth concerning the reported demand upon 
Prussia for an extension of the frontiers of France 
has not yet transpired ; but whatever may have been 
the nature of the communications that passed between 
the two courts, it is certain that they left NAPOLEON 
no better satisfied than at first. It is now reported 
that, as he cannot remain silent, he will shortly issue 
a political manifesto, in which he will emphatically 
express his Imperial disapproval of the violent course 
pursued by Count Bismark in the reconstruction of 
Germany. Whether his Imperial majesty will con- 
tent himself with a simple protest, or back up his 
words by military force, is a question eagerly debated 
in Europe. Public feeling in France runs high in 
favor of war. ‘‘ On every side, and especially in the 
“army, writes a correspondent from Paris, ‘‘ we 

“hear it said: ‘if the Emperor were younger we 
“should have war with Prussia.’’’ But the impres- 
sion gains ground that peace will not be broken just 
at present. The Emperor is not prepared for war. 
It will take months to supply his army with breech- 
loaders, without which it were simple madness to 
commence hostilities. Another powerful incentive to 
a moderate policy is the Paris Exhibition. Until 
after that has been held, the Emperor will, in all 
probability, maintain his present position. He cer- 
tainly will not enter into any doubtful contests, which 
might weaken the moral power that now attaches to 
his name, or injure the financial resources of the 
country. No one knows better than himself the dan- 
ger attending either of these contingencies—the dan- 
ger of affording the opposing factions the opportunity 
they are waiting for to rise against and perhaps over- 
throw his power. 

_Count BisMARK, who may be said now to represent 
Germany, has given a practical and unmistakable 
answer to the pretensions of France. With the same 
decision that characterized his dealings with Saxony 
and Austria, he has dispatched an army of sixty 
thousand men to the Rhine, and it is understood that 
an intrenched camp will be formed in the vicinity of 
Cologne. As for the German States that have in- 
curred his displeasure, he pursues toward them the 
same policy announced so boldly at the close of the 
war. The States he proposes to annex to Prussia are 
not unwilling to accept their destiny, and the dis- 
possessed sovereigns will be compelled to submit with 
as much grace as their hard fate will allow. There is 
no room for sentiment in BisMARK’s policy. He 
looks only to the aggrandizement of Prussia. Of 
course, he would prefer willing to unwilling subjects 
for his royal master, and will conciliate the people as 
far as he deems conciliation necessary to the success 
of his great enterprise. Further than this he wiil not 
go, nor will he, unless compelled by the King, budge 
an inch from his course to gratify the kings and 
princes and dukes whom he has so unceremoniously 
unseated from their little thrones. Their right of 
protest is denied. ‘‘ These German princes,’’ says a 
Berlin semi-official paper, ‘‘ refused, well-knowing 
‘what they did, all understanding with Prussia, and 
“sent their armies into the field to fight against her. 
“What new right of nations is that which, after such 
“acts, withholds from the conqueror the full right of 
“deciding on their fate?’’ As the people of these 
States are only too glad to be rid of their sovereigns, 
it would be difficult to frame a convincing reply to 
this question, and no reply, however convincing, 
would BisMARK listen to. 

In pursuance of the bold policy marked out by the 
statesman who has driven Austria from the Federa- 
tion, the Prussian Chamber of Deputies has passed 
the bill to annex Hanover, Hesse, Nassau and the 
City of Frankfort to Prussia ; and a commission, com- 
posed of the chief officers of the administrative de- 
partments, has been appointed to mature a plan for 
assimilating the civil institutions of these States to 
the Prussian. The relations of Saxony to Prussia 
have not yet been satisfactorily adjusted. ‘There is, 
of course, no danger of a renewal of war between the 
little kingdom and the conqueror of Austria. The 
present King of Saxony has probably decided already 
to abdicate in favor of his son, who would find less 
difficulty in submitting to the hard terms imposed by 
Bismark. The fortress of Kénigstein has been sur- 
tendered to Prussia, and it is understood that the 
“a4 army will be under the exclusive control of that

The negotiations between Austria and Italy progress unimportant part they played in the 


slowly. There is much to be settled between the two 
countries. Austria shows a disposition to meet her 
late adversary on the most friendly terms, and seeks 
to arrange matters with the view to a permanent alli- 
ance. She has invited Italy to send plenipotentiaries 
to meet others appointed by herself, for the purpose 
of adopting measures for the improvement of tele- 
graph and postal facilities between the two countries. 
This, with other things, indicates the commencement 
of a new line of policy, which cannot fail tc inure to 
the welfare of the empire. 

With regard to Venetia, the Moniteur of Septem- 
ber Ist says that the Emperor of France, in accepting 
the cession of that province, was guided by a desire of 
contributing to remove one of the principal causes of 
the late war, and thus to hasten the suspension of 
hostilities. In accordance with a treaty signed on the 
24th of August between France and Austria, the 
fortresses and territories of Venetia have been trans- 
ferred to a French commissioner, who is charged with 
the duty of re-transferring them to the Venetian 
authorities. Arrangements will then be made to 
enable the people of Venetia to give expression to 
their wishes with reference to their future political 
relations. There is no reason to doubt that the vote 
will be overwhelmingly in favor of union with the rest 
of Italy. 








TuE report of General BAIRD on the New Orleans 
riot, which we publish in another part of this issue, 
cannot fail to attract the careful attention of all 
classes of our readers. It is fortunate for the truth of 
history that this investigation was in the hands of 
the military rather than the civil authorities. What 
we get from the former, the country very well knows, 
is likely to be fair and unbiassed by political interest, 
while the very opposite would surely have been char- 
acteristic of any investigation undertaken by the civil 
authorities.

In looking over the foreign files of July 14, a statement 
arrested our attention which exonerates the Italian Volun-

Italy. With troops new and comparatively uninstructed, 

ill fed and clothed and armed, Garrpaupr pressed forward 

as usual with foresight and courage and occupiéd positions 

which, if they did not render him the master of the situa- : 
tion in that quarter, certainly deprived the Austrians of 
such advantages as not to leave them the masters of the 

situation. 

According to the French accounts, GARIBALDI was to 
penetrate through the Tyrol, cut off the of the 
Austrians, if beaten in the lowlands, and even harrass the 
rear of the Bavarians in Germany. This was sound, for 
he was treading in the steps of Jousert, in 1797, turning 
the Austrian right and cutting them off from their bases in 
the Tyrol; and retracing the steps of Field-Marshal-Liev-. 
tenant Fenner, in 1813, who was turning, in return, the 
Italo-French right, thus separating them from Narotzon’s 
main movements, and threatening to them, to use a favorite 
expression of a recent American military writer, “in re- 
verse.” 

When the battle of Custozza was lost, La Marmora re- 
called Garrsatpr from his vantage ground to cover the 
left wing of the beaten regular army, and while the vol- 
unteer battalions lay watching on the Lago de Garda, the 
key-points of the passes were occupied by the Tyrolese 
riflemen, whom no effort of the Garibaldi Volunteers 
could subsequently dislodge. 








Brever Major-General J. K. Barnes, Surgeon, who was 
reported dangerously sick, is now considered out of danger.

Tue following is a brief sketch of the public life of 
Brigadier-General Stewart L. Woodford, the Repulican 
candidate for Lieutenant-Gevernor of the State of New 
York: The General graduated at Columbia College in 
1854 with the English Salutatory. He was Messenger of 
the Electoral College of New York in 1860 (Lincoln’s 
first Election), and was Chairman of the Young Men’s 
Republican Committee of New York in 1861. He was 
appointed Assistant U. S. Attorney for the District of New 
York in April, 1861, and resigned the position in August, 
1862, to take command of Company H., One Hundred and 
Twenty-seventh New York Volunteers. When the com- 
panies of the One Hundred and Twenty-seventh were con- 
solidated,to form the regiment, he was made Major and 
Lieutenant-Colonel, both of these before the regiment left 
New York. He was stationed in defence of Washington 
during the Winter of 1862-3. He was in command of his 
regiment at the siege of Suffolk in 1863, and accompani 
the regiment when it went up the Peninsula to White 
House with General Dix that Summer. His regiment was 
transferred to the Army of the Potomac, and joined the 
Eleventh corps in July. Gordon’s division, to which his 
regiment was attached, was subsequently sent to reénforce 
General Gilmore in his operations against Fort Wagner, 
Charleston harbor, and remained on duty on the islands in 
Charleston harbor during the Winter of 1863-4. In the 
Spring of 1864 the General was detached from his rogi- 
ment and placed in command of the batteries shelling 
Charleston. In the Summer of 1864 he was made Judge- 
Advocate of the Department of the South. Early in the 
Fall of 1864 he was placed in charge of exchange of 
prisoners, which was being effected at Charleston Harbor. 
In November, when General Foster attempted to break 
the Railroad between Chhrleston and Savannah, the Gen- 
eral accompanied the expedition in command of his regi- 
ment, and was with them at Honey Hill and Coosaw- 
hatchie, in which action he commanded his brigade. On 
the return of the expedition General Woodford was made 
Provost-Marshal-General of the Department of the South. 
When Charleston fell he was assigned to the command of 
the city. After establishing civil government there he was 
made Chief of Staff of the Department, and was breveted 
Brigadier-General that Spring. He was next placed in 
command of the City of Savannah, and when Georgia was 
taken out of the Department of the South he was ordered 
to the Department of South Carolina as Chief of Staff, at 
the request of Major-General Gilmore, soon after which he 
resigned, and was mustered out after a service of three 
years and one day. 








Tue death of Commander George W. Rodgers, of the 
Navy, when commanding the iron-clad Catskill in an at- 
tack on Fort Wagner, Morris Island, in August, 1863, 
will be remembered by all conversant with the naval 
events of the Rebellion. Some time after it was proposed 
to the family of Commander Rodgers, by his surviving 
classmates, to permit them to erect a monument over his 
remains at the family burial ground at New London, Conn., 
as a mark of their respect and affection for the deceased, 
and of sympathy for his family. At that time the con- 
tinuance of the Rebelliou prevented concerted action, and 
it was determined to await a more auspicious time. The 
family of Commander Rodgers had, in the mean time, kindly 
consented to the action proposed, and it is now intended 
to afford all who wish an opportunity of uniting in plac- 
ing an unpretending monument over the remains of a 
good and distinguished officer, whose memory will long be 
cherished by those who knew him. The editor of the

THE MILITIA LAW OF NEW YORK. 


Tr is well known that the Militia law of this State is in 
such a confused condition that few, even ef those most in- 
have any idea of its provisions. It is true that 
the State has at various times furnished pamphlet copies of 
the law to such officers as applied for them, but the nu- 
merous amendments made by subsequent Legislatures have 
rendered them worse than useless, and, in fact, to ascertain 
what provisions of the law are now in force, it is necessary 
to compare the Sessions laws of every year since 1862. 

‘Knowing the difficulties experienced by the members of 
the National Guard in ascertaining their duties, we have 
prepared for our readera the following synopsis of the Mi- 
litia law as it now is, excluding all unimportant provisions : 

This Militia law is to be found in chap. 477, Laws 1862, 
as amended by Laws 1863, chap. 425, p. 720; by Laws 
1864, chap. 334, p. 777; bv Laws 1865, chap. 612, p. 1,260, 
and by Laws 1866, chap. 809. By these amendments the 
law has been made to read as follows : 

1 to 3. Persons Sussecr to Mitrrary Duty.—All 
able-bodied white male citizens (and parties who have de- 
clared their intentions) not exempted by the laws of the 
United States, excepting U. 8S. soldiers and sailors, minis- 
ters, soldiers discharged from U. 8. service, exempt fire- 
men and officers and privates of the Militia who have 
served for seven years. 

Idiots, lunatics, paupers, habitual drunkards and con- 
victs are also exempt. 

§ 4 to 10.—Enrotmenr —All persons not belonging to 
the militia are to be enrolled from time to time, as the Gov- 
ernor shall direct, but at least once every two years, by 
the commandant of the district where they reside, or by 
an officer detailed for that purpose; they are divided into 
two classes, the first class consisting of all between 18 and 
30 years of age; the second, of all between 30 and 45. 
‘The enrolling officer at the time of enrolment is to serve 
a not ce requiring persons enrolled who claim that for any 
reason they are"exempt from military duty to file an affidavit 
of the reasons therefor with the County Clerk before the 
15th of August next ensuing. A like notice is to be pub- 
lished by the County Clerk. All hotel or housekeepers 
are required to give the names of persons residing on their 
premises, under penalty of $10 for each false item given, 
or for each name concealed. The names of officers and meim- 
bers of the militia, or of any fire company, are expressly 
prohibited from being enrolled, Any person exempt from duty 
loses the benefit of such exemption by failing to file his 
affidavit before August 15, except such as are exempted by 
laws of the United States. 

§ 12 to 19 —Reserve Mruiria is composed of the per- 
sons 60 enrolled, all of whom, except such as are members of 
the National Guard, are required to assemble, armed and 
equipped (i. e , with a musket, cartridge-box and bayonet), 
on the first Monday of September in each year, as directed 
by the commandant of their district, by orders posted in 
three public places. Non-attendance is punished by a fine 
of one dollar, to be collected by the receiver of taxes. 
When the delinquent is under age, his father, master or 
guardian is liable; no property is exempt from process 
issued to collect this fine, but no arrest is permitted. 

[Norz.—By the above provisions in italics it will be seen 
that the mombers of the National Guard are not included 
among those who become liable to the fine by not filing an 
affidavit with the County Clerk } 

The sum of one dollar for each delinquent is to be paid 
by the County Treasurer to the Comptroller before March 
16th of each year; amounts not collected from delinquents 
are to be raised by taxation. 

It is from the amounts so collected that the expenses of 
the militia are to be defrayed. 

§ 20 to 26 —Tur Oraawization or tae Mitta is un- 
der the Governor's direction. He may alter or consolidate 
the brigades, regiments, etc., composing it, as he pleases. 
‘The organized militia is known as the National Guard, and 
is to consist of eight divisions, not to exceed 50,000 men, 
but the number of brigades or regiments is controlled by 
the Governor, who also has the right in time of danger to 
increase it by draft. It is to be composed of those who 
volunteer and who are drafted, and its tactics are to be 
those used by the U. 8. Army. 


§ 24 to 29.—Companres are to be composed of sixty-four 
non-commissioned officers and privates, that being the mini- 
mum, and one hundred being the maximum; in case an 
company shall fail to reach, or at any time shall fall below, 
the minimum number, a draft may be ordered to fill it up. 
Each company shallhave a captain, two lieutenants, four 
sergeants, four corporals and three musicians, except that 
artillery and cavalry have three lieutenants, and that when 
acompany exceeds fifty in number they may have five 
sergeants and eight corporals. Divisions are to consist of 
at least two brigades, brigades of at least two regiments, 
and each regiment of at least eight companies of at least 
sixty-four men each. Regiments not having eight com- 
panies, or an aggregate of 512 rank and file, are 
to be designated 25 battalions, retaining their regimental 
numbers, but liabie to be consolidated or disbanded. Their 
colonels are also rendered supernumerary, and their aiiow- 
ance of regimental fund is reduced one half. [These pro- 
visions are entirely new. ] 

§ 32.—Transrers can only be made by the written con- 
sent of the commandants of both company and regiment 
which the person desires to leave.

Orders tor the election of field officers are made by brig:de 
commandants, and five days notice is required ; for com- 
pany commissioned officers, the regimental commander's 
order is necessary, and three days notice is required. 
Elections for non-commissioned officers may be ordered at 
the pleasure of the company commander. Notices of | 
election are served and returns made in the same manner 
as notices of parade, etc. 

§ 65 to 81 —Exxrctions may be adjourned from time to 
time by the presiding officer. In vase of his absence the 
senior officer present shall preside. Returns of service of 
notice of election on a)l entitled to vote must be handed 
in, and if any one, not present, has not had notice, the 
election must be adjourned. 

Polls are to be kept open one hour, the result must then 
be announced and persons elected notified; a failure to 
accept within ten days is to be considered as a declination. 
In case of a promotion and an acceptance, an election to 
fill the vacancy shall at once be held. Appeal may be 
taken within ten days by any person aggrieved. LElected 
officers must take the oath within ten days or be considered 
as having resigned. A plurality of votes is sufficient in all 
cases except elections for Brigadier-Generals, when a ma- 
jority of those present is required. Elections for non- 
commissioned officers are presided over by the commander 
of the company, and appeal lies to the colonel. 

§ 82 to 86.—Kestenations do not take effect until ac- | 
cepted by the Governor, and in time of war not until thirty 
days afterward. Officers under arrest cannot resign. 

Being absent for twelve months without leave is con- 
sidered as a resignation.
